One of th e m ost rem arkable gov* 
em inent enterprises of the present 
congressional {session is presented 
by a bill affecting governm ent opera­ 
tions relative to inland waterways, 
In which there is written a meaning; 
startlingly akin to governm ent own­ 
ership, in whole or in part, of w ater 
transportation facilities, and th e ir 
operation by th* government. 
A rather mysterious feature of th e 
case is that, while the bill, by Mr. 
Burton of Ohio, w*as unanimonsly re­ 
ported by Congressman Esch and his 
associates on the sub-committee o f 
the Interstate commerce commitee„ 
and subsequently unanimously ap­ 
proved in the report of the whole 
committee, it seems to have been lost 
to the newspapers, nothing concern* 
ing it having appeared in the publio 
prints. 
Interest in this law is locally greats 
because of the fact th at Judge Ray S. 
Reid, state waterway commissioner, 
predicted that such a bill would bo 
introduced in congress. 
Repeating 
his assertion of th at date, Judge R eid 
said today: 
‘‘Government operation of riv e r 
traffic facilities is the only practical 
and economical solution of the prob­ 
lem. 
The complexity of the situa­ 
tion, with the alleged influence of 
railroads detrimental to private op­ 
eration and adverse to the i n c e s t s 
of shippers, long ago convincea^me

Reid Was “Squelched.”
